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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We submit the 16th annual report of schools in town for 
the year ending Feb. 15,1902. Eleven different schools have 
been taught, aggregating two hundred and eighty-five weeks, 
giving to each school twenty-six weeks with one exception, 
owing to sickness of the teacher had twenty-five weeks. The 
year prior to this we had ten schools and an aggregate of 
two hundred and eighty-one weeks. The school in District 
No. 2 opened this year the first time for several years. 

We have employed during the year fifteen different 
teachers, six of them teaching for the first time. The follow- 
ing are teachers and schools in which they taught + District 
No. 1, Luna E. Atkins, 3 terms; JennieF. Blood, Primary De- 
partment, 3 terms; District No. 2, Nellie E. Whittemore, 3 
terms; District No. 3, Nettie Wing, 1 term, Mrs. J. Etta 
- Dimond, 2 terms; District No. 4, Florence L. Warden, 2 terms, 
Susan A. Carr, 1 term; District No. 6, Susan A. Carr, 1 term 
L. Mabel Walker, 1 term, Esther M. Howe, 1 term; District 
No. 7, Fanny P. Carr, 1 term, Susan A. Carr, 1 term, Harlan 
P. Cummings, Jr., 1 term; District No. 8, Harriet A. Pushee, 1 
term, Fanny P. Carr, 2 terms; District No.9 Edyth M. Mor- 
rison, 3 terms; District No. 12, H. Della Willager, 2 terms, 
Luna B. Hazletine, 1 term; District No. 13, L. Mabel Walker, 
1 term, Helen Evelyn Southworth, 2 terms. We feel that we 
ean say that the schools have shown that much labor and 
thought has been put forth by the teachers to interest and in- 
struct the pupils, and, if the pupils had put forth the same 
amount of effort and work, better results would have been 
reached. In some instances we have to notice an apparent 
lack of interest in the progress of the schools and a lack of 
proper support of the teachers by the parents of the pupils, in 
the matter of good order and inthe methods of instruction. 
It seems to us that more direct contact with the schools by 
parents visiting the schools and seeing for themselves whether 
the teacher knew enough to teach ‘my children,’ and to see 
the methods employed by the teacher, which are certainly dif- 
ferent from those used “ when you and I went to school,” and 
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get a better acquaintance with the text books used, will give 
some a different idea of our schools and enable them better to 
judge of the merits of the course pursued by the teachers who 
have been trained to modern methods. We feel we can safely 
say that the schools have been well managed, good instruc- 
tion given, and good improvement made. Best results have 
in some instances not been reached, we are so inclined to ac- 
cept reports given by pupils who are not always unbiased in 
their opinion or are too young to have mature judgment, and 
if they do not like the teacher or would rather stay at home, 
we accept their statements as facts, and so injure the school 
as well as the pupil. Visits by parents are very few compared 
with what ought to be. We wish to call attention to the 
recent laws requiring all children between the ages of eight 
and fourteen to attend school all the time which the school is 
in session. 

That no child shall attend any public school who has not 
been vaccinated.
